Just two years 
ago it didn’t even look like 
he would graduate from 
high school. Ercanbrack 
missed so many Classes 
during his sophomore and 
junior years that he was 
kicked out of school three 
times.: 

Fortunately, during his. 
senior year, Ercanbrack 
met BYU student Sam 
Alva, who was a 
teacher-counselor for 
chicanos. With the help of 
Alva, Ercanbrack was able 
to take 11 credits his 
senior year and graduate 
with his class last spring. 
However, to make 
graduation, he had to 
attend a full day of classes 
without a lunch break, 
take a home study course 
and attend night school. 

Now, Ercanbrack is 
following the footsteps of 
Alva. He is a_teacher- 
counselor at Dixon Jr. 
High and helps students 
who come for one period a 
day to work on class

one-to-one basis. 
Ercanbrack also teaches a 
karate class once a week 
and has activities such as 
roller skating with the 
youths. 


Began in 1975 


This tutoring program 
for chicano students in 
Provo’s schools began in 
1975 after chicano parents 
decided to do something 
about the high dropout 
rate of their teenage 
children. When Ed. 
Cordova, president of the 
La Raza organization of 
Utah, and other members 


approached the schools, - 
the district was not aware 
of the high non-graduating. 


rate among chicanos, but 
agreed to help solve the 


pro blem. ; 


Alva, now a senior in 
microbiology, was the first 
teacher-counselor in the 
program. In the first full 
year of the program, the 
El Paso, Texas, native 
helped nine of the 12 
chicano. seniors at Provo

Diana Hernandez, a 
BYU graduate in early 
childhood education from 


dropout rate 


Fresno, Calif., now works 
at Provo High School with 
20 students. In addition to 
counseling On a one-to-one 
basis, Miss Hernandez 
teaches ‘‘enrichment study 
classes,’ a form of study 
hall in which she helps 
students with their 
homework. 

She also conducts other 
group activities and field 
trips. Last week she took 
her students to the 
American Fork Training 
School. 


Chicano ' students 
probably quit school for a 
number of reasons. Alva 


thinks they are promoted 


in grade school without 
acquiring basic skills. 
When they reach junior 
and senior high school, he 
says then they get 
frustrated and quit school. 

Some chicano. youths 


‘say they quit because they 


don’t like the administra- 
tion and. the school. Miss 
Hernandez says chicanos 
feel teachers don’t like to 
help them because they 
are Mexican. “A lot of 
times they come into my 
class and they’re saying, 
‘Man, my teacher doesn’t 
even care about me. All he

Get far behind 


Another reason the 
chicano youths drop out is 
that they do poorly in 
their sophomore and 
junior years and by their 
senior year they are so far 
behind they feel there is 
no hope. “I had one girl,” 
says Miss Hernandez, 
“really cute girl, pretty, 
attractive, who had a fun 
personality and a lot of 
friends but dropped out.” 

Miss Hernandez reports 


the girl gave as an excuse 
for quitting that she was 
getting married. “ “I’m just 
going to find a job. There’s 
no use in me going back to 
school anyway, ” Miss 
Hernandez says the girl 


said. : 


A major factor has to be 
the home environment, 
where often there is little 
discipline by parents. 
Since many parents work, 
they assume their children 
are in school when in 
reality they cannot be 
sure.

said. for “‘at least 14 
minutes” there were no 
write-in ballots at the 
ELWC voting booths. 
Other witnesses testified 
there were times when 
no attendant was at the 
booth in the Morris Cen- 
ter, making it possibile 
for persons to vote more 
than once. 

However, the defense 
argued the voting 
machines were possibly 
locked and no one was 
actually seen voting 
twice. Defense Attorney 
Steve Asay also argued 
the booth attendants 
were instructed on how 
to prevent voting twice 
and ballot stuffing. 

Witnesses testified 
only one person was 
caught stuffing the 
ballot box in the ELWC, 
but she was unsuc- 
cessful. O’Neill conten- 
ded voter’s rights had 
been violated by the 
amount of voting viola- 
tions committed, by the 
“gross mismanagement 
of election procedures,” 
and by not knowing they 
could vote write-in. He 
said, ‘‘if we have 
evidence that one in- 
dividual’s rights were 
violated, then it effects 
the entire student 
body.” 

O’Neill concluded his 
argument by saying the 
evidence presented re- 
quires the elections be 


nullified. Asay argued _ 


“we won’t contest the 
fact that some people’s 
rights were infringed 
upon.” But “‘it has been

The - cliche for 
cataclysmic visions of 
the future, the symbol of 
a humanity swallowed 
by the monster of ram- 
pant technology will be 
upon us when most of 
the class of ’77 will be 
raising young families 
and trying to attain a 
semblance of security. 
The image of a brave 
new world of 
doublethink, newspeak 
and mass brainwashing 
_- shrivels as the years hur- 


published material on 
the subject. And yet, the 
BYU student scurrying 
to class and sweating out 
midterms rarely thinks 
of what technological 
and sociological changes 
may be brewing for the 
world of his children— 


and himself. According 


to many, the next years 
may see significant 
breakthroughs that will 
affect the thinking of the 
entire nation; according 
to one futurist, the first 
human clone will be 
alive in 1995. 

Cloning — the process 
of reproducing a being

tle past; people still eat, 
drink, marry and seem 
as impetuous as ever. 
1984? It will be just 
another ordinary year. 
Or will it? Will our 
children go to school 
with children conceived 
in a test-tube—there 
already has been one— 
and be taught about 
alternative lifestyles to 
the traditional family? 
Will a nuciear holocaust 
force habitation under 
giant plastic domes or 
will germ warfare have 


from the cell of an 
organism — is a word 
that has been around a 
long time. Everyone 
seems to have a hazy no- 
tion of what it is — but 
not many people know 
that there has actually 
been a frog ‘clone’ that 
survived. That may. not 
sound very threatening, 
but it is only one facet of 
a furor being raised over 
the manipulation of the 
conception of life, both 
human and non-human.

caused an epidemic of a 
now-unknown disease? 
Or, will a reduced work 
week have ushered in 
unsurpassed leisure and 
a renaissance of the arts? 

Certainly, man’s 
booming discoveries will 
effect our lives; in what 
ways it is not known. 
The new science of 
‘“‘futurism’’ is at- 
tempting to make some 
forcasts on what may be 
in store for the world in 
the next decades. 

One thing is sure: we 
are on a collision course 
with tomorrow, 
skyrocketing on the 
graph of man’s acquired 
knowledge. Businessmen 
try to second-guess the 
competition in 
predicting trends; scien- 
tists rush research to 
beat out other 
laboratories working on 
a similar project, 
meanwhile trying to 
amass the continually 
increasing amount of 


ber of things coming here 
which will force some 
fundamental issues,” 
says Dr. Duane Jeffery, a 
recent lecturer on 
genetic engineering at a 
BYU seminar, “I think 
there will be some dis- 
comfort.” Clearly, the 
future may hold some 
surprises. 

Reflecting back over 
the'year he spent under a 
grant from the National 
Endowment for the 
Humanities, visiting for- 
casting centers across - 
the country and in 
Europe, Dr. Todd Britch 
says there are two major 
schools of thought in 
futurist philosophy _to- 
day. 

Club of Rome 

“The first group of: 
people are called the 


. Club of Rome; they 


believe we have gone 
well beyond the point 
that we can sustain our 
culture, and there could 
be a complete 


apocalypse. Then there 
are people like Herman 
Kahn who take the op- 
posite view — they think 
all of our problems are 
solvable, and that 
leisure time and _ af- 
fluence could be as 
severe a problem as 
poverty is to the Club of 
Rome.’’ Pausing, he 
adds; “I used to call 
Kahn the optimist and 
the Club of Rome the 
pessimists, but I’m not 
sure that all of us being 
wealthy is the ideal, 
from a values point of 
view, anyway.” 


More leisure time 


As man solves more of 
his problems, Kahn and 
his school believe, the 
work week will shrink 
and affluence will rise. 
This may sound alluring, 
but many social scien- 
tists are concerned that 
man may not be psy- 
chologically prepared for 
a work-less lifestyle. 
“We're going to have to 
think about working in 
different ways,” says Dr. 
Britch. ‘‘If we define our- 
selves in terms of voca- 
tion only, we'll be play- 
ing ourselves down in a 
very damaging way psy- 
chologically. If you 
define yourself one way, 


‘and your identity is sud- 


denly less important, it 
could be very up- 
setting.” 

This. self-definition is 
one of the worries of the 
leisurely future, ac- 
cording to Dr. Britch. “A 
scientist did a survey a 
couple of years ago

where he asked people 
“What are you?” In- 
terestingly, Europeans 
said things like ‘stamp 
collector and mountain 
climber’, and Americans 
said ‘doctor, lawyer, 
plumber’ or whatever. 
Around here, it’s great to 
hear people’s reaction to 
be ‘A child of God’; any 
other answer frightens 
me.” 


Incredible implications 
Although these are long- 
range forcasts,. Dr. 
Britch believes current 
research has “‘incredible 
implications.” He cites 
studies being done with 
artificial wombs to aid 
women who cannot bear 
children, and says 
carefully, ‘“‘It sounds 
great...but I don’t think 
we've really considered 
what it means.” 


People worried 
Exactly what does it 
mean? To the Latter- 
day Saint, the processes 
of human procreation 


are sacred and not to be 


tampered with un- 
naturally; yet, in the 
sterile test-tubes of 
Stanford, Harvard, and 
MIT, a great deal of mix- 
ing is going on, and some 
people, at least, are 
worried. : 

In his book, ‘‘The 
Future Shock,” Alvin 
Toffler brings to light 
the serious questions 
about traditional roles 
that could arise from a 
“parentless’”’ generation. 
The world’s ideas of 
motherhood, family, and 
security could be 


seriously threatened, as 
well as the woman’s con- 
ception of herself as an 
essential part of human 
proliferation. 

Concerns are not only 
about the artificial 
procreation of human 
life, but experimentaiton 
that involves combining 


Jeffery. “It is definately 
conceivable,” he asserts, 
“That in the name of 
national security or 
whatever, one country — 
or one group, even a 
terrorist group — could 
decide to use this kind of 
things in their own in- 
terests. The technology 
is here. It’s just whether 
someone is diabolical 
enough to use it—and 
there are a lot of sickies 
around. ‘“The technology 
is no secret at all,”’ main- 
tains Dr. Jeffery. “What 
is controlled a bit are 
some of the isolated 
enzymes—the labs make 
sure they know what you 
are using it for before 
they. will share it with 
you. But if you got by 
that, you could set up a 
lab in your basement for 
$5,000 to 10,000.” 

Indicative of 
governmental awareness 
of germ manipulation is 
the recent release of in- 
formation by the Army 
that they conducted ex- 
periments in germ war- 
fare during two decades, 
says Dr. Jeffery. ““They 
performed tests in the 
water of San Francisco 
and on the subways of 
New York,” he says. “At 
least a few deaths are 
claimed to be at- 
tributable to this.”

genes of certain bacteria 
with E.-coli, the bacteria 
that lives in the in- 
testinal tract of every 
human being. The 
possibility exists, oppo- 
nents to E.-coli experi- 
ments insist, that a dis- 
ease could be created 
that man would have no 
way of controlling or 
treating. Proponents ad- 
mit that is true, but 
believe that possibility 
nearly negligible. One 
Harvard professor was 
quoted in ‘‘New Times” 
magazine as saying 
about the odds, ‘“There 
is a possibility that a 
group of monkeys could 
type out the preamble to 
the Constitution — but 
it is such a small 
possibility that we don’t 
even have numbers to 
express it.” 


Whether or not a 
catastrophic accident 
will occur is not the main 
concern of many scien- 
tists, according to Dr.

“There is more to the 


issue than just produc- 
ing life,” says Rodney 
Turner, BYU Religion 
professor and author.

However, he 
does not believe the 
proverbial test tube 
babies will proliferate— 
“People are generally 
more. concerned with 
destroying life than with 
creating it,’ he says 
wryly. 

“Artificial insemina- 
tion is very disturbing to 
many people,” believes 
Dr. Jeffery. “I’m sure the 
questions involving 
recombinant DNA will 
be, also. There will be a 
major change in the 
world in philosophy, and 
people will realize that

At BYU, the weather 
and the long winter 
semester with only one 
break seems to contribute 
to suicide attempts. These 
occur in March instead of 
January and February. 
There’s no break in the 
constant grind and there’s 
no way to get out and do 
things outside to relieve 
the tension. Dr. Kelly sees 
March as the highest 
suicide attempt rate at 
BYU. He says “lack of 
involvement and less 


involvement with others 
across campus’ contribute 
to the depression at BYU. 
“‘There are changes — 
others are getting 
boyfriends and girlfriends 
and they realize that isn’t 
happening to them, and 
this causes depression,” he 
notes. “There’s continued 
pressure [of schoolwork] 
without let-up. Holidays 
are also bad. They see 
people being happy and 
they aren’t happy and this 
creates situations that are 
hard to deal with.” 
Students who are 
depressed have several 
places to go for help. They 
can go to their branch 
president for help. They 
can go to their faculty 
advisers orto their 
instructors if the problem 
is an academic one. If the 
problem is a physical one, 


the student can go to the 


Health Center. 
If the student decides he 
needs personal help 


through counseling, he can

They should 
participate in activities 
that would help them 
avoid being by themselves. 
He advises the setting of 
realistic goals and then 
working toward them. He 
strongly advises against 
setting unrealistic goals. 

Dr. Kelly advises 
students to “do the things 
they don’t want to do.” 
He said to “forget about 


studies for a few days. Do 
something that is fun for 
you. Take a break, but 
don’t make it too long 
that you get behind. Do 
things in moderation.” He 
advises students to go out 
and get involved with 
others and forget about 
ED ermesc lev-c's 2 ee ee 
depressed person wants to 
stay inside and not deal 
with people,” he notes.
